White dealers furnished 
3000 pounds, and Chinese deaiers the 
remainder. 


The city would be well provided 
with ash if these people would turn 
their surplus over to the poor and not 
destroy it in this manner.

LOSES MIND OVER WRECK.

SAYS H 


E WAS “LITTLE FISH" 
IN GREAT BRIBERY DEALS. 


ASADENA, April 4.—George R. 
Bailey, formerly a Councilman of 
the city of Pittsburgh, Pa., now 
ltving with his family in North Pasa- 


dena, was seen yesterday afternoon in 


his home. He readily admits writing 
the letter to District Attorney Blake- 
ly of Pittsburgh, confessing his guilt 
as a bribe taker during the summer of 
1908. Bailey states that he had advice 
from friends in Pittsburgh, some time 
ago, that he had best make an open 
confession of his guilt and take his 


“medicine.” 


Accordingly on Saturday, March 26, 
he wrote a letter to District Attorney 
Blakely and after he had written it 
and sealed it he carried it around un- 
til Monday morning. a week ago, be- 
fore mailing it. On Monday he regis- 
tered the letter and on Tuesday, ac- 
cording to his statement, he was in- 
dicted in Pittsburgh by the grand jury 
on two counts. 

“This matter has nearly driven me 
crazy,” said Bailey yesterday. “For 
the past three months, since the in- 
vestigation started in Pittsburgh, I 
have been worried to death. I had 
never told any one that I was guilty, 


not even my wife or old father, who 


lives at No. 324 North Los Robles ave- 
nue, Pasadena. Finally my conscience 
got to troubling me se that I made up 
my mind to make a confession of the 
whole thing. 

“I had advice from Pittsburgh 
friends to make a clean breast of it 
all and take my chances. I had ad- 
vice that I was under suspicion and 
would be indicted anyway. My letter 
did not reach Pittsburgh until Satur- 
day morning, but I was indicted on 
Tuesday. No, I did not get any tele- 
gram to that effect, but I saw a Pitts- 
burgh paper. 

TAKES THE MONEY. 

“I freely admit that I accepted 
money in two instances. In one case 
I was chairman of a committee to 
make an investigation relative to 


‘closing up a short street, East Sev- 


enth street, Pittsburgh, and turning ii 
Over to the E. H. Beyers & Co., iron 
mills. The street was a short. street 
running between the two great mills 
of that company. Mr. Beyers called 
Me into his office and explained to me 
that the street was no good to the 
city. that if the city give it to 
them they would go ahead and en- 
large the milis and employ many more 
people. 

“I recommended the street be closed 
and sold to Beyers. A short time 
after the matter was carried through 
the Council I met Joe Kline and he 
gave Me an envelope containing $81, 
Saying: ‘Here take this. it is your 
part in that deal.” I never knew there 
was to be any money until after the 
vote. 

“In July, 1908, there was a proposi- 
tion came up for making seven large 
Pittsburgh banks depositories for the 
city’s money. The matter was gener- 
ally discussed. As I understand it, 
these banks offered 2% per cent. while 
other banks offered 2 per cent. for the 
deposits, and when the final vote was 
taken the banks offering the largest 
percentage got the contract. 

“Yes, I voted for the banks which 


got the contract and in a short time 
Joe Kline came to me and handed me 
an envelope containing $100, saying: 
‘Here this is your part in that bank 
case. I took the money in both cases 
and spent it. I never told a soul, not 
even my wife. I didn’t think the 
thing would ever get out. It came so 
easy that it seems to me now I didn't 
know what I was doing. 

“Honest, now, I say before God, I 
never took anything more and was 
never approached again. I know that 
I am just as guilty as if 1 had tak- 
en a million, and I will meet my fate, 
whatever it is. 

WAS “LITTLE FISH.” 

“It is alleged the banks paid $102,- 
000 for the deposit<« and that Beyer & 
Company paid $17,000 for the street. If 
that is 80 I do not know where all the 
money went to. I know Joe Kline was 
merely a between for the big guns 
and that was simply a little fish’ 
and was not worth much. 

“At that time things were rotten in 
Pittsburgh. It seemed to me that ev- 


er went to another Council meeting, 
although my term as Councilman 
not expire until March 1, 1908. 

“At the time I was made chairman 
of the committee to close East Sev- 
enth street I understood I was ap- 
pointed because I was honest. I had 
always been honest and intended to 
be honest. Everyone thought me hon- 
est and when 1 recommended the 
street be closed everyone thought me 
honest, but they did not know. That 
is one of the things which hurts 
so now. 

“I was elected twice as Councilman 
from the Forty-first district, the swell 
residence district. All the time I was 
a Councilman I was employed as a 
traveling salesman on the road, 1 did 
not attend the Council meetings very 
regularly. In the spring of 1908 my Ut- 
tle girl took sick and I was compelled 
to send her to California. Later my 
wife and my other four children came 
West. I did not leave until March a 
year ago. I am working in Los 
Angeles and have a position which 
does not pay much, simply enough to 
keep my family. 

“T am in hard luck and sorely re- 
gret my action. I nevVer told my wife 
until last week and she is nearly 
crazy over it, but it has been done 
and now I want to meet my fate like 
a man. I hope I will not have to 
go back to Pittsburgh, but if they send 
for me I will go. 

“T never saw any other Council 
man receive a bribe and never 
heard anyone make a bribe to any 
member of the Council. I heard much 
about it, but I really never knew the 
big ones. I was never in the ring. 
T understand the Purity League there 
have employed lawyers to prosecute 
everyone susnicioned of anything. 
knew my time would come and if 
would try to ficht it I would possibly 
lose. Then I did not have the money 
to firht it.

O DISCRIMINATION —GIVE LOS 
ANGELES A FAIR CHANCE! 
The State Railroad Commission will be called 
upon this month by the jobbers and business men 
of Los Angeles to consider the equalizing of rates 


from this city to San Joaquin Valley points, which 
now discriminate in favor of San Francisco. There

At present, as was pointed out in yesterday’s 
issue of The Times, Los Angeles is paying a big 
bonus for the of doing business in the 
San Joaquin Valley. The percentage in distance 
of many of the big oil fields is in favor of Los 
Angeles, while the percentage in tariffs is in favor 
of San Francisco. 


It is the argument of San Francisco that be- 


the trade should belong to that city. But if the 
Railroad Commissioners will look a little into the 
question of who has built up the trade of the San 
Joaquin Valley there will be less of this topo- 
graphical argument. 

las Angeles is shipping into the San Joaquin 
Valley $2,000,000 worth of oil machinery and sup- 
plies every month, practically the total supply for 
all points. Three-fourths of the capital in the oil 
fields comes from Los Angeles or has been secured 
by Los Angeles men. Eighty per cent. of the 
settlers in the portion of the valley lying south of 
Visalia have come from Los or been se- 
cured through the enterprise of Los Angeles 
agencies. The big irrigation and ranch projects of 
the valley are largely backed by Los Angeles men 
and capital. Los Angeles corporations and indi- 
viduals have developed the Porterville orange dis- 
trict. Los Angeles capital is developing the 
industry at Fresno. Los Angeles men have sub- 
divided the big grain and cattle ranches into 
smaller and more profitable farms. Les Angeles 
advertising is adding to the population of the val- 
ley so rapidly that it promises to double in five 
years. 

These are logical arguments for the Railroad 
Commission to consider. This body is appointed 
in the interest of the people of the State. The 
rates to San Joaquin Valiey points should be based 
upon the distance and cost of haul from Los Ange- 
les in exactly the same ratio that obtains from 
San Francisco. It will benefit the people of the 
San Joaquin Valley to give them open competition 
for the furnishing of their supplies. It will be just 
to Los Angeles, which has built up the country. 
It will give San Francisco every opportunity to 
share fairly in the business of the valley. . 

The railroads are willing to put these rates in 
effect and in fact a schedule was once prepared 
and the Santa Fé road placed the tariffs in the 
hands of Los Angeles jobbers. The Southern Pa- 
cific was having a corresponding schedule pub- 
lished. At the behest of powerful interests in San 
Francisco the schedules were withdrawn. A just 
decision of this San Joaquin Valley rate case will 
greatly strengthen the position of the Railroad 
Commissioners of California. .

WILL ENUMERATION 


. will not have forgotten the series 
of published in The Times some weeks ago 


as to what the census of the city would be. The 
estimates ran from 300,000 to 375,000. We shall 
know in a few weeks something about the figures. 

This is the fourth memorable census in which 
the people of Los Angeles were counted. In 1880 
this was small among the cities of the country, 
ranking nearly half a hundred below the metropo- 
lis of the Western Hemisphere. We shall use in 
this article round numbers and simply give the 
census of 1880 at 10,000. At the end of a decade, 
in 1890, the enumerators found about 50,000 in- 
habitants in the city. This was an increase of 
40,000 in the ten years, an average of 4000 a year, 
In percentage it was a growth of about 400 per 
cent. We thought we were making great strides 
when the census figures of 1890 were published. 
When the century closed, in 1906, the enumerators 
This was an in- 
cfease in the ten years of 50,000, cr 10,000 more 
than in the previous decade. It had been a slow ten 
years in the United States. The ircrease was 
about 100 per cent. The figures were fairly grati- 
fying when compared with the growth of other 
cities, and in the twenty years Los Angeles had 
been lifted from away down somewhere a half 
‘hundred below the metropolis up to a position of 
decided respectability among the municipalities of 
the country. The growth was about at the average 
rate of 5000 a year. Some years it was small and 
some twice the average. 

We know the growth of the city has been at a 
prodigiously rapid rate. ‘There have been years 
in the decade when there were 30,000 or more 
added to the population within the city limits 
as they were in 1900.

To those of us who are familiar with} 


Stanton's acta while he was Speaker 
of the last Legisiature, the speech and 
its burden were no surprise; no more 
than was his dignified answer a few 
days ago to representatives of the 
Asiatic Exclusion League, who invit- 
ed him to participate in a joint de- 
bate on the Japanese question. 

As Speaker, Stanton proved many a 
time and oft that he had a backbone 
in working order, and it is a source of 
much satisfaction to his friends to 
—— that all the vertebrae are still in 

ce. 

I had the pleasure of following Stan- 
ton’s course during two sessions of the 
Legislature, the first in 1907, when he 
virtually was “down and out,” because 
he had supported the candidate of 
Pardee for renomination as a candi- 
date for Governor, and the second in 
1908, when he rose triumphant and 
was elected Speaker of the Assembly 
over all competitors. 

It was rather amusing, in that ses- 
sion of 1907, to see this big man of 
the South sitting in his seat, seeming+ 
ly ignored by most of the other mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and at the 
fame time to note that he was a 
power, for, as chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee during the pre- 
ceding session, he jogically was the 
leader of the Republicans on the floor. 
But he had chased the Pardee will-o'- 
the-wisp at the Santa Cruz convention, 
and before, and had lost out, so, as the 
cards read, he could not hope te cut 
much of a figure in the legistative 
session immediately following. Never- 
theless, I observed that many members 
of the lower house consulted Stanton 


and, though the records do not show it, 
there is the certainty that he wielded 
2 power than he was given credit 
or. 

The real test of the man came, how- | 
after he had been elected 
Speaker. His strong and firm stand 
for the Roosevelt policies, especially 
as relating to the Japanese, naturally 


and strange as it may seem, aligned 


against him most of the leaders of the“ 


faction in the Republican party which 
has borrowed the names of Lincoln 
and Rooseveit to heip it along, 

How well we all remember the tears 
that were shed and the harsh words 
that were said by “Grandma” Drew, 
the Assemblyman from Fresno. and 
shining light in the Link-Rooster coun- 
clls,, when Stanton was doing his best 
to avert international complications by 
opposing Drew's bill, which was aimed 
at all Japanese. and which had met 
with the stern disapproval of President 
Roosevelt. 

It was a hard row that Speaker Stan- 
ton had to hoe at that time, for a ma- 
jority of the members of the Assembly 
were hostile to the Japs, and it was 
only by the cleverest kind of maneu- 
vering that the Speaker finally won 
the day for sane action, a feat for 
the performance of which he was given 
the sincerest thanks by the President 
of the United States. 

This was only one of the acts for the 
public good performed by Stanton. In 
his speech Tuesday evening he gave 
an inkling of some of the others, but 
he skipped many. 

In the matter of the consolidation of 
San Pedro and Wilmington with Los 
Angeles it was Stanton who saved the 
day. In the first place, he, as Speaker, 
chose as members of the Committee 
on Municipal Corporations men who 
would give fair consideration to every 
bill submitted for their consideration. 
The consolidation bill went through 
the Assembly with a rush, encounter- 
ing practically no opposition, but it 
struck a horrible snag in the Senate, 
said snag having been adroitly dropped 
into the stream by the Senator from 
San Pedro—name well known. 

On his own initiative, when ev 
other move on the part of the friends 
of consolidation had failed, Stanton 
invaded the Senate, and, one by one, 
enrolled as friends of the consolidation 
bill Senators who had pledged them- 
selves to the San Pedro member to 
vote against it. I saw Stanton at 2 
or 3 o'clock in the morning, laboring 
with obdurate Senators, and, with 
others, had the supreme satisfaction 
of seeing him win them over. If any- 
one thinks this was easy, in view of 
the situation, he should try the same 
thing himself. 

I happen to know that Stanton was 
responsible in very large measure for 
the of the anti-race-track 
gambling bill. He picked committee 
on public morals in the Assembly 
which reported the bill back favorably 
within a short time after its submis- 
sion, and he had an active part in se- 
curing the concurrence of a majority 
of the members of the Senate. 

The situation was the same with re- 
gard to the exposition and armory 
building appropriations for Los Ange- 
jes; for the restriction of the liqur 
traffic along the line of the aqueduct. 
and for many other things for the 
general good. 

Stanton simply proved himself a 
man all the way through, and 1 shall 
be very much surprised if the major- 
ity of the people of the State even 
scratch at the bites of that great re- 
former Hichborn, and other fleas of 
his stripe, who set themselves up as 
ar-biters at the last session of the 
Legisiature.

Mr. Cheney, who has been waging a 
bitter war upon tne loan shaks, todav 
said: “When the Sage foundation en- 
ters this field, not only will it accom- 
plish a most worthy mission, but at 
the same time, it can be made finan- 
ctally profitable. 

“These concerns, which take such 
unfair advantage of unfortunates who 
are financially embarrassed, will be 
either driven out of business or forced 
to conduct their business on the same 
fair basis as the Sage foundation. 

“We have just introduced into the 
Legislature a bill which provides for 
many reforms in personal loans. Un- 
der this measure all such organiza- 
tions much have a paid up capital of 
$10,000, besides filing a bond for $1009. 
It also provides that if the character 
and general fitness of the persons in- 
terested in these actions are not satis- 
factory to the superintendents of 
banks, a license may be refused.
